the dry goods firm of Edson Moore k 
Co., Jefferson uvenue, lost their lives 
Thursday afternoon by the burning of 
that establishment. They were: James 
McKay, Bradley A. Dunning, Rd Gun- 
ther, Edward F. Voit, Pat Markey, 
Daniel A. ltakcr and Henry Rider. 

The fire started bctu.cn th? fourth 
and fifth floors in the rear of the build- 
ing and spread rapidly. There wore 
eight or nine employes on the upper 
floor, the rest having gone to lunch. 

Bradley Dunning jumped from the 
fifth floor, striking on a baff of jute 
winch the firemen had placed under- 
neath tho wiu.low. He died shortly af- 
terwards. James McKay followed 
Dunning. In his leap for life ho struck 
an electric light wire and from there to 
the ground. He was unconscious when 
picked up aiui died in two hours. An- 
other was seen creeping toward the 
upper window. He was on his hand* 
and knees, blinded and suffocating by 
the deasc smoke.
